Walker sufvey of Alberta's , fiscal ; 


problems to the effect that, after | 
providing for necessary retail pur-, 
chases and costs of other services, 
citizens of the Province had remain. 
ing an annual margin ‘of income of; 
approximately $90,000,000. In view, 
of this criticism, it is of interest to | 
examine'-the figures on which the) 
estimate is based. 


‘Figures used in the survey were | 
takem from official publications of 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
or were supplied by officials of the 
Provincial Government. In scaeperian || 
their survey the investigators had 
the assistance of ‘ chartered ac- 
ccuntant who was formerly Provin- | 


ciat Auditor of Alberta. The esu- 
mate of $90,846,000 as margin of 
income remaining after necessary) 


expenses is based on statistics for 
the year 1934, the latest alge ata | 
which complete statistics 
available at the time the snae 
was made. It may be assumed that | 
conditions have not been worse sinice’| 
1934 and have probably improved, ji 
so that the $90,000,000 estimate for 
the present year is probably conger- 
vative. 

In arriving at the total incdme of 
Alberta citizens for the year 1934, 
the investigators took the Dominior 
Bureau of Statistics figures of net! 
value of praduction and added “to 
them an estimate, made by the 
game authorities, of income of citi- 


zens engaged in occupations not 
covered by the annual surveys of 
production. 


A substantial improvement in in- 
come position was recorded in 1934 
over the preceding year, as is shown 
by the folowing table:

Securities 


The Ottawa Citizen, which has 
favored the Douglas plan of Social 
Credit for many years and is not 
discouraged by the. Alberta experi- 
ments in extermination of lenders, 
mentions an instance of an individ- 
ual debt as going to prove that the

debt burden is something’ which 
must be lifted in some way or an 
other. This instance ig that of a 
loan for $2,000 on which the west- 
ern debtor had paid $3,500 in in- 


terest anid still owes the $2,000, 

It is not mentioned, but perhaps 
the rate of interest wag 8 per cent. 
which would mean an annual in. 
terest change of $160. Dividing $160 
into $3,500 gives an answer of 
something over 21 years. In other 
words the debt was contracted in 
1914. 

What hag been the position of the 
borrower in the last 21 year3? Was 
he at war when wheat was nz 
at $2.50 per bushel and was the 
hired man running tne racm” Tf he 
was not at war, was there not inany 
a year when something might have 
been paid on the principal? It 
would be interesting to know hoav 
many automobiles the borrower has 
purchased since 1914, not mention- 
ing Bennett buggies, and whether he 
was.in the habit of spending win- 
ters in California after harves.ing 
a good crop. Did he ever come sack 
east, bringing the whole family and 
spending some weeks at the best 
hotels—hotels that Ontario farmers, 
who have paid off the old mortgage, 
know not from the inside? In othe~ 
words, was this borrower viewing 
his debt to the mortgagee lightly 
when he had the money and seek- 
ing legislative relief only when he 
hadn't the money?

Much of the trouble with debdis 
today i the harvest of the war 
prices and jboom-time optimism 
which put money into speculative 


enterprises which might more safely. 
even if less excitingly, have gone 
toward reducing the mortgage. 
Blame for this condition, of course. 
must rest primarily on the borrower, 
who should have had the will-power 
and the gumption steadily to reduce 
the principal of the debt contracted. 


But the lender cannot be dissolved 
from all blame, for nearly every 
borrower has found that lenders 


were not anxious to be repaid part 
of their principal so long as inter- 
est piyments were regular.

After an hour in his pres- 
ence you will find yourself wishing 
that there might be, in every town 
in the land, a Friendly Adviser as 
well qualified as he. 

“People ‘bring me all kinds ot 
troubles,” he says; ‘"nopes, feurs, 
loves, sorrows, temptations and sins, 
frustrations and failures. Trey say 
they cannot talk to the family be- 
cause they are not understood; they 
dare not talk to a friend for fear 
it will go farther. Their own doctor 
is too busy; and they know just 
what the minister will say if they 
go to him: So it appears that in the 
geroral machinery for helping people 
are serious de- 
fects.” 

One of them, thinks Dr. Baird is 
the , money-making motive. This 
shows at its worst in the prolonged 
course of treatments sometimes 
prescribed, and it often results in 
the best advisory skill being avail- 
able only to those best able to pay 
for it. Again, the over-worked physi- 
cian, welfare worker or minister is 
compelled to “spread himself thin” 
when he would like to give much 
more time to the more _ pressing 
cases. Dr, Baird escapes these diffi- 
culties by making no charge and vy 
taking no more cases than he can 
handle adequately. 

Talking witn Dr. Baird, you be- 
gin to wonder whether he has not 
opened up a new avocation for 
some others who have achieved a 
modest independence and yet could 
not be satisfied to spend their lat- 
‘ter years in idleness.

But 
usually a cure is attained only when 
they face the burden as a burden 
and then systematically. learn how 
to carry it. Just as, in mountain 
climbing, a heavy pack is a back- 
bresker unless properly adjusted, so 
wth mental and gpiritual burdens: 
when you learn how to adjust and 
carry them they cease to be crush- 
ing.” 

Many welfare groups have asked 
Dr. Baird to describe his method, 
but he insists that he has none. Hi3 
technique seems to consist sangely 
of listening with genuine sympathy 
and avoiding preachment. The es- 
sence of his work is neighborliness 
at its best, a quality which seems 
egpecially needed in big cities. In an 
atmogphere of rush and schedules| 
he finds that leisureliness is perhaps, 
the most important element in his; 
work. “If I tell a visitor that I! 
have only about hi'f an hour,” he 
explains, ‘“thait will kill the whole 
spirit of the interview.

phasized too strongly. In some cases, 
ohildren have mistaken lye for sugar 
and eaten it; while in others, chil- 
dren have drunk poisonous solutions 
which resembled soda water. 

Numerous injuries occur in homes 
through carelessness in handling 
tools, cutlery and other = articles 
having sharp or jagged ediges. Many 
| Of these injuries affect children who 
disregard or do not know the dan- 
gerous nature of these objects. Small 
scissors, with blunt ends are con_ 
sidered far safer for the use of 
children than those with long pointed 
blades. Bottles. sharp knives and 
pointed tools should be kept away 
from: children.
